DOWN THE YEARS 


1902: (Aug. 27 - 28) — America’s first summer art 
group hold an initial exhibition in the Phoebe 
Griffin Noyes Library, Old Lyme, Conn. 

1914: Having continued uninterrupted annual exhibi¬ 
tions the group form the Lyme Art Association, 
a non-profit organization to further the cause of 
art. 


1921: ( Aug. 6 - Sept. 7) — No interruption in the an¬ 

nual displays and in this year the Association 
completes and occupies its own gallery. 

1925: (June 20 - July 5) — The Association holds its 
first “Water Color” show — now known as the 
Spring exhibition — as a “curtain raiser” to the 
Summer exhibition. 

1933: (Sept. 21 - Oct. 14) — The first Autumn exhibi¬ 
tion is introduced. 

1938: (June 10) — The Goodman wing is dedicated 
and in the same season the Annual Summer exhi¬ 
bition adds water colors, pastels, prints and draw¬ 
ings to a display previously restricted to oil paint¬ 
ings and sculpture. 

1965: Has witnessed the Association’s 41st annual 
Spring exhibition. The Current display is the 
Association’s 64th annual Summer exhibition. The 
33rd annual Autumn Show will open August 
21st and continue through September 12th.
